The Key Note of the Proceedings of 
Imperial Cliambevs of- 
Commerce. 



Resolutions Submitted by the Dele- 
gates From the Different Com- 
mercial Organizations. 



LoNDD.N, .June 10. — At the opening of 
the third congress of the Chambers of 
Oommerce of the British Fmpire Rt. 
Hon. I\Ir. Cluiinberhiin, in ollicially 
weU'iiiuint; the delegiites, naiil he was ro- 
joireii at fvury frt'sli indication uf the; 
I'ssL'tilial unity of the Knii)ii'e, nj)on 
which was foiincletl all their hopes. Thi: 
omens, he added, were never more fav- 
orable. He continued: "The existence 
of this congreea is evidence that wo have 
to a groat extent annihilated space, and 
that fiirtlier kiiowlcdgt! inuet tend to a 
coiiiplcto ao'ccnieiit I'l'twecn thi! colon- 
icH and thtMiKitiiiT cij'.intry. The aanic 
iKile for i-ldser tmioii rim;H in all 
the rcHol 111 ifiiis, niid nil the uro- 
piisals are dwarfeil into insii.'iii(u:anct^ in 
conipariHon with the iiropusnl.s to He- 
cure the coniiiien-ial tiiiiou of the eiu- 
jiire. Tlie proposaln of th(! llritish free 
traderH have been rejected hy the colo- 
nies, and the proposals of the colonial 
protectionists have been rejected by 
Great Britain. Consetiuently wo must 
find a tlurd conrao, and give and take on 
both Bidea will be found the terms of 
such a proposal." Mr. Chamberlain 
also reviewed the resolutions given notice 
of by several of the colonial hoards. 

MV. H. (l.sler, of the Toronto Hoard 
of Trade, Kiilmiitted a resolution from 
that body favoring an arrangement as 
nearly as poHsible of the nature of a zoll- 
vereiii, baKedupon i)rinciplea of the freest 
exchange of comiiujdilies within theein- 
pire, consistoiit with tarifl' reciuirements 
incident to the maintenance of local gov- 
urnnient in each kingdom, dominion, 
[irovince or colony now forming part of 
the Hritisii family of nations. 

Sir Donald A. Smith moved, seconded 
by iho Marquis of Londonderry, to 
amend it by recommending that steps 
be taken to secure an interchange of 
opinion on the subject between Great 
Britain and the other governments of 
the empire. Nearly ever^ chamber of 
commerce of importance m the British 
enipii-e is, he said, interested in the con- 
gress, and all who have sent telegrams 
have instructed them in one way or an- 
other looking to the eatablislinient of a 
considtalive iini)eiial council to pass 
upon niatteis connected with defence. 

The .Sydney, N.S.W. delegates ])ro- 
poped that, in view of the [iropo-Siil to 
combine the Toronto Board of Trade 
resolution and the ameniiment of Sir 
Donald Smith, recommending steps be 
taken by the government to secure an 
interchange of opinions on the subject 
between Great Britain and other govern- 
ments of the empire, iuBtead of a 
zollverein there should be Bomo ar- 
rangement based on the ])rinciple of the 
freest exchange of commodities within 
the empii'u consisteiit with tariff re- 
iiuirements incidental to local govern- 
ment. 

Tlie Ottawa Boaril of Trade [iresented 
a resolution : " Uesolved that preferen- 
tial trade within the Empire by Btiinu- 
lating the prosperity ami int;reasing the 
strength of every Biitish (;<)iniiiunity 
would result in a closer union of the rni- 
tt'd Kingdiini and itoldiiie.". Thai 

the Ottawa Board of Triido is in heai-ly 
sympathy with the ellbrts of the I{ii;ht 
lion, .losepli Chamberlain to attain that 
end, and desires to be identified with 
the movement as far as the best interests 
of Canada and the Empire will admit." 

The I'ort Qu'Apnelle Board of Trade 
moved : " That Western Canada being 
the neai-est of the colonies, and oflering 
unrivalled facilities for produtang a sup- 
l)ly (if food proiliK-ts (all kinds of grain 
and cattle, sheej), pi',;8, butter, cheese, 
lliinr, (!tc.), Hutiiident in a few years to 
Hiipply the I'niled Kinodoin, a prefer- 
ential tiiide arningement would be ben- 
eficial to lioth countries and assist t" 
tighten tlie bonds already existing be- 
tween tlie Mother Country and her col- 
onies." 

The Vancouver tioard of trade sub- 
mitted resolutions, which, iiowever, 
wen; not moved: "That this boanl re- 
cords its opinion that in preferential 
trade between the mother country and 
her colonies and dependencies lies the 
future prosperity and maintenance of 
the unity of the em.pire; that in the 
opinion of the board the formation of an 
ini|)erial council for the consideration of 
tiueslioiis of imiverial interest is a matter 
ol first iniportaiK-e, and would not only 
lie the best meaiis of furthering the gen- 
eral iibjects uf the congress l)Ut would 
prove a powerftil agent in the consolida- 
tion and htreiigtheniiig of the empire." 

The I'.irmingham chamhor of com- 
inerct! pronounced in favor of ii consul- 
tative iiii]ierial council, to be called 
together in cases where the interests of 
the colonies represented were affected 
in matters of trade, (3 naiieo or imperial 
defence; and that the members of this 
council should bo sent by every self- 
governing colony; that the crown colo- 
nies should be represented in this coun- 
cil, but that its funetions should be 
purely consultative. 

The Aberdeen Chamber of vCommerce 
moved the modification of the commer- 
cial laws of the emoire under the aus- 
pices of a cominission on which the Uni- 
te<l Kingdom and till the colonies and 
c> ".'itries embraced in the empire hIiouIiI 
he represented. 

The Loiuioii Chamber of Commerce 
declared itself in favor of a uniform law 
of copyright throughout the empire, un- 
iform "hillH of exchange, and declared 
that uniformity with the laws of the 
continenlJil jnuvers in this connection 
should be establishei.l inter.nationKlly 
wiierever practicable. 

The London cliainber also moved this 
resolution in favor of the arbitration of 
international disputes: "That in the 
j opinion of this congreaa, the present 



gigantic expenditure of military prepar 
ations imposes an intolerable burden on 
national revenues and an immense addi- 
tion to human labor; that the settle- 
ment of international difference by 
force of arms is barbarous and unworthy 
of civilized nations, and that diller- 
eiHiea or disputes arising betwiicn 
dill'erent governments wliicb cannot be 
adjusted by diplomatic n<,'encies should, 
as far as possible, be referred to arbitra- 
tion." Finally the r^ondon chamber 
pronounceti in favor of labor concilia- 
tion aiul arbitration. 

The Vancouver ]3oard of Trade had 
ado[ited a similar resolution, l)ut its re- 
presentatives were not instructed to move 
it. 

The Winnipeg Board of Trade pre- 
sented a resolution declaring that the 
congress views with regret the disposi- 
tion upon the part of many people of 
influence in Great Britain to direta 
the tide of emigration to loreign 
lands, thus drawing fi-om the 
strength of the empire to build up alien 
powers, and that the congress looks uji- 
on such a tendency as n ic-ti fnl to the 
vitality of the empire and allot; (, iher iin- 
iiei'essary, seeing that the British colon- 
ies and dependencies offer fields for emi- 
gration, as attractive, if not mcu-e attrac- 
tive, than ran be found in any foreign 
country, therefore, the Cv^iigress deems 
it the duty of tlu? Jmpeiia'. and 
colonial governmentH as well as of all 
pat riol i(M;itizens ot tlu^ ein|iire, to use 
every means available to ejietuirage ini- 
migi-..tioii to the colonics from the 
molli(u-land, and to discourage in every 
possible way the directing of Buch immi- 
gration to foreign countries. 



WHO ARE RESPONSIBLE? 

The City or Trustee Board for tlie Insur. 
eince on Public Schools. 

An interesting subject of discussiou 
came up at the meeting of the board of 
school trustees last night. There were 
present Trustees Hayward, Mrs. Grant, 
Lovell, McMicking and Saunders. The 
lirst business of the evening was an ap- 
plication from Miss Harris for a position 
on the teaching stall', which was received 
and filed. 

A letter from Chief Deasy drawing the 
attention of the boarti to the retjuire- 
ments of the "Fire Escape Act," re- 
specting buildings of two or more Stories, 
caused some iliscussion. 

TuusTKE BEbvi;.\ moved that the let- 
ter be referred to the corporation. It 
was impossible for the board to realize 
the insurance on a buildinu that did not 
l>elong to the body, and he believed it 
very .wrong that the school property 
should be vested in the city. In dealing 
with the matter the school board was not 
bound by the act, which, be said, meant 
that the property should belong to the 
board. 

TcusTKE McMicking was of the same 
opinion as Trustee Belyoa and seconded 
the motion, adding that if any altera- 
tions or changes were to be made to the 
buildings they would have to be done by 
the city. 

Tnf.sTici: Hayw.mid was opposed to 
these views. 

Tkusteb Mas. Git.^NT moved in 
amendment that a committee be ap- 
pointed to intitiiro into the applicability 
of the act, and ascertain who were re- 
sponsible for the^ insurance. 

The amendment waa generally ap- 
proved and, the original motion being 
withdrawn, passed without further com- 
ment. Trustees Mrs. Grant, Belyea and 
McMicking being named as the com- 
mittee. 

Tlie reports of W. T. Di'ake, attendance 
oflicer, mentioned considerable sickness 
in the schools, and also gave the names 
of some unmanageable boys who went 
to school. The board considereil the 
nniiiber of the latter too small in pro- 
pm tion to the gross total of the school 
attendance to deal with them at pre- 
sent. 

The regular monthly sidiool report 
showed a daily attenihiuce of 1,8,")8.70, 
and an actual atleinlance of 1,, 822.10, 
there being in actual attendance during 
the month 2,100 pupils or 44.08 per 
teacher. These reports were received 
and tiled. 

The secretary reported that he had 

issued 43 requisitions for admission to 
the high school and all but one of these 
had been paid for. 

A letter was road from Principal L. .S. 
Netlierby drawing attention to the fact 
tliat the promotion examination ques- 
tions were now ready, and should, the 
writer believed, ha placed in the hands 
of the [jriiiter at once. In view of the 
examinations being held on the 15th, 
IGth and 17th instants, the letter also 
asked for a supply of stationery. The 
supply committee was authorized to 
comply witii the application. 

Trustee Belyea reported a complaint 
from Principal Paul of the mistakes 
made by the compositorB in the printed 
papers.' The latter recommended tlie 
inirclnise of the mineograph on the 
ground of economy as well as its being 
an improvement on the present sys- 
tem. 

This view was taken by the board. 

The linanee committee reconiiiiended 
the piiyment of accounts amonntiiig to 
iflOr).,")!, which v;ere ordered to be paid. 

Tin: CintKMAN sjjoko of Buildiiij; In- 
spector Northcott'a examination of the 
North Ward school at the lime Lady 
Aberdeen was here, when he condemned 
the central room for the accommodation 
of a big i:rowd. This report was oflicial, 
and should, the speaker thought, receive 
immediate attention before the closing 
mid-summer examinations begin. 

Mrs. Gbant moved that the altera- 
tion and repair committee be instructed 
to consult Mr. Northcott nntl inquire in- 
to the condition of the buikiing. The 
motion wits adopted. 

,Jii8t before the adjournment the fol- 
lowing iiiotion was adojiteti ; 

"Tliatthis board, at its tirst liiceling 
since the awful disaster at Point Kllice

THE GLOBE'S CHARGES. 

The Premier's Spirited Reply to the Attacks 
of the " Glohe " and McCarthy. 

ToKONTO, June 10. — Sir Charles Tupper 
referring in a speech to the Globe's 
charges re $12,000,000 of railway subsi- 
dies, said the grossest insult 
ever offered the Queen's repre- 
sentative in Canada was contained in the 
letter published to the Governor-General 
in demanding an answer from him upon 
the statement that the members of 
the Government are hawking around 
through Canada orders-in-council ap- 
propriating more than twelve million 
dollars of public money signed by the 
Governor-General. Sir Charles said : 
"I say the . grossest insult; the act is 
in violatjou of every principle of consti- 
tutional government that was ever per- 
petrated by a despairing opposition. 
Such order-in-council has not any exist- 
ence." 

Referring toUalton McCarthy's speech 
at Brockville on May 21, the Premier 
said It commenced with a lie, when Mc- 
Carthy said Tupper had made a corrupt 
bargain with the bishops of Quebec,' 
with not one of whom had he had any 
communication since his arrival 
from England. Mr. McCarthy had 
closed the saiiie speech with a vile andl 
dastardly insinuation. Mr. ."McCarthy- 
had referreil to his (Sir (Charles Tup- 
per's) statement that he (Sir Charles)- 
was Mr. ^McCarthy's jiolitical godfather, 
by saying that he should be ashamed to be 
niitiibfred among the numerous progenv 
wlna claimed him and remarked that 
there were other things be could not 
venture to say in the presence of ladies. 
Sir Charles Tupper said the man who 
would resort to such low, scandalous and 
humiliating means of tlei'ence against a. 
public challenge waa not worthy of thei 
conOdeuce of any intelligent person.

THE PABIS.B^LLE MESE. 

The Rosslnnd "Ml'ier" Kays That the De- 
cision of the Chief Justice 'Wiil 

Be Reversed. 

(From the llo.ssliiiul Miner.) 
The Victoria Coi.o.Nisr nf June 1 says: 
" J udgnient was given yesterday by the 
Chief Jnatice in the Nelson it Fort .Shep- 
)jard Railway va, N., Jerry, Chester Olasa 
and the Paris Belle Gold Mining Com- 
])any. The judgment was in favor of 
plaintiffs with costs, the court declaring 
that the railroad company is entitlsd to 
tlie exclusive use and possession of sec- 
tion 35, township 9, Ivootenay district, 
subject only to the surface riglilSj if any, 
of persons actually engaged in mining 
any mineral claim, lawfully located, for 
the purpose of getting out mineral. The 
location of the Paris Belle is declared to 
be illegal and void. A written judgment 
will be handed in by the Chief .Justice, 
who slated that he had given a verbal 
judgment so as to give time for tiie ap- 
peal to be brought in before the full 
court." 

It would be hard to imagine a more 
iniaal islactory decision than the one 
above (]uoted, though of course the writ- 
ten decision when handed down, may 
throw more light on the question, f^o 
far as it goes the decision deterniinea 
nothing as to tlie reaped ive riglita of 
the Nelson it l''ort Sheppard railway and 
the owner of a lawfully located mineral 
claim on its land grant to the use of the 
surface. That issue has simply been 
dodged by the decision of the chief jus- 
tice that the Paris Belle is not a legal 
location. It is a matter of a great deal 
of interest to this cummunity to learnon 
what grounds the I'a'is Belle locati<m 
I. as been declared to be void. Only two 
pos-ible reasons present t lu'iiisi'lves to 
lis. First, thai no diacovery of iiiinerai 
had bi'eii made on the claim ; or second 
that the ground being alirady (n'l'uiiied 
the location was invalid bei'aiise no lioud 
for damages had been given by the 
locator. 

We do not lor one moment believe 
that the Supieiiie court will sustain the 
decision of MuK'hica' .lu.sticeif it is based 
on either of these points. The Paris 
lUdle may not have proved up any great 
botly o( ore, but every miner m the 
camp knows they have enough mineral 
in their shaft to make a location on, and 
that is all the law requires in our 
oliinion. In regard to the second 
reason we have suggested, we maintain 
that the Nidson it Fort Sheppard rail- 
way land grant was not then and is not 
now "occupied land " in the meaiiiiigof 
the mineral act. and w(! feel cuiilident 
the Supreme court will take this view of 
it. 

The Miner has all along taken the 
position that the surface of the Nelson 
and Fort .Slieppard grant belongs to the 
Nelson it Fort Sheppard railway just 
the same as the surface of tlie townsite 
belongs to Ross Thompson and others, 
but we have also maintained that the 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard grant is not 
' ' occupied lands " in the meaning of the 
mineral act and therefore no bond is 
necessary. If the decision of the chief 
justice were allowed to stand it woulil 
invalidate over ;!,(J00 locations in this 
camp alone and cause endless litigation, 
expense and bad blood. We believe the 
other membera oi the supreme court 
have a better understanding of this 
(luestiou than the chief justice and tliat 
his decision will be reversed in so far as 
it declared the Paris Belle an illegal 
location.

It was an assemblage of respectable and 
reasonable citizens met for a useful pur- 
pose, and those who formed it conducted 
themselvea as became serious aud self- 
reapecting men. In fact it was in almost 
every respect a model political meeting. 

FREE TRADE MANUFACTURERS. 

If tlie Toronto Globe is to be believed, 
almostevery manufacturer in the Domin- 
ion is a supporter of the Liberal ])arty. 
Columns of names of manufacturing con- 
cerns who subscribed to the Liberal 
creed as it was a week or two ago are re- 
produced from the Globe by tho Times 
of this city. Our contemporary would 
have the public believe that all these 
manufacturers are ojiposed to the Na- 
tional Policy and to the principle of jiro- 
tection to native industry. But this 
does not follow by any means. Until 
a few clays ago the utterances of Jlr. 
Laurier on the trade policy of hia party 
were so vague, ambiguous and contra- 
dictory that it was impossible for manu- 
facturers or anyone else to aav exactly 
what it waa going to he. Even the 
editor of the Times in his capacity as 
candidate coquetted with protection. In 
the presence of fariiiers who were also 
electors, ho lost his ardor for free trade, 
and his antipathy to protection. He 
assured the farmers that tjie protection 
th^y were enjoying, though it is con- 
trary to the fundamental principle 
of free trade, would be continued if 
the Liberals were successful in 
the ])reseiit election. It is only charit- 
able to ])reHunio that Mr. Tenij)lemau 
believed what he waa saying. In tho 
same way it is quite possible that many, 
pcrhapa most, of the manufacturini: cor- 
respondents of the Globe, were of the 
opinion that Mr. Laurier's trade policy 
was elastic enough to keep their several 
industries protected. We know that Mr. 
Snider of VVtUerloo was satislied with 
the assurance given hiili by the Li beial

10 cents, f^onie one stating that eni- 
plovees had to work ll hours a day, Mr. 
Cowan corrected him , stating that they 
only worked 10 hours i)i;r day, and ^2 
was the minimum wage paid. Not only 
did they distribute this sum paid out in 
wages, but also the coal tiiey used was 
mined in British Columbia, so was the 
coke, tho barrels were made here, tlie 
castings and machinery, made and re- 
paired in Vancouver, and all this capital 
and labor would be thrown out were the 
tarifl" removed. (Applause). 

.Sugar reflnitig is not the only Canadian 
industry wliich will have in the near 
future to compete against Chinese and 
.lapanese chea|j labor. The natives of 
China and .Japan make excel lent artisans 
It does not take them long to attain 
a high degree of skill. Many articles 
are even now produced in Japanese fac- 
tories which otily an expert can dis- 
tinguish from the best product of Euro- 
pean and .\nierican factories, aiul they 
are jirodnced at a cost which makes suc- 
cessful competition against them by 
Canadiana impoaaible. And the Chinese 
and Japanese are now only beginning to 
manufacture goods in common use in 
Europe and America. 

In framing a tariff for tlic Dominion, 
the com|)etition ot China and .lai)an will 
have to be considered and allowi;d for. 
This cannot be done if the elem- 
ent of protection is eliminated from 
the tariff, aa Mr. Laurier declares 
it must be. Under a revenue tariff such 
as Mr. Lanrier and Sir Richard Cart- 
wrigiit say shall be in the future the 
tarifl' of the Dominion , the jiroductH of 
Cliinese anil .lapaiiese factories mu.st be 
admitted into this country either en- 
tirely free or at a very low i;ate of duty, 
for the doctrine laid down by Mr. Lau- 
rier in hia letter to Mr. Bertram, his very 
latest pronouncement on the tariff ques- 
tion, is that the tarifl' must be framed 
with the view to raise the very liighest 
amount of revenue with the lowest 
amount of taxation. It follows, then, 
that the more ChineHC and Japanese 
goods consumed in the country the 
greater the revenue will be. But the 
electura of Canada will not, we are con 
vinced, allow the industries of their 
country to be destroyed to carry out tho 
impracticable free trado theoric's of any 
politician or to gratify the ambition and 
satisfy the greed of the hungry horde of 
Grit oflice seekers

Tlio "Emprc^a<of] Japan" Briugd 
an Exccptiottiliy Large List 
of Passengers. 

^Hfeavy Conaignmout of New Season s 
? i; Tpas— Sealing on the Jap- 
, .', ianeao Coast. 



The Canadiun K.Jl.S. lOnipress of 
Japan, sailing from Yokohama on the 
.,80th of May in command of Captain 
George A. Lee, was a day late in arriv- 
iiiK here from" the Japanese port, passing 
quarantine early yesterday morning, 
although fully expected on Tuesilay 
niglit. The reuord of her voyage across 
was an uneventfal one, ii tiiste of rough 
weather during the lirst few days and 
the consolation of a number of pleasant 
ehtertaiumentB on shipboard alone 
saving the passage from being absolutely 
■monotonous. The passenger list was an 
escei)tionally heavy one, there being III) 
in the saloon, 37 intermediate and 431 in 
the steerage. The cargo, too. Was 
heavier than uauul and included a eon- 
siderable quantity of new season t«a 
witlx the other miscellaneous Oriental 
exports. 

Among the well known jcu-seiigeis 
who disembarked Iruni the uiiite hner 
during her eliu- olf Victoria harljor w:i.s 
Mr. A, «to\v.'irt, of the linn of Dodwell, 
Ciirlill Co., who i.s at present on h'm 
way to the old country on an iniportiinl 
business nussioii. Thyre were iilt^o un 
board u.s his icUon- p;issengin-H I'rolessor 
J. H. Biles anil his diuigtUer, the former 
the mariiie designer and expert, among 
whose productions may bo named the 
modern palaces "St. Paul" and "St. 
Jjouis " of the American line, which line; 
tlie professor is permanently identified 
with in tlie capacity of construction and 
designing engineer. Another marine 
expert to cross from the Far East was 
Colonel Philip Watts, designer for Sir 
W. Armstrong and for Mitchell & Co., 
who is at present on his way home to 
England after a considerable stay in 
Oriental lands. 

Mrs. and Master BuUer, the wife and 
son of Admiral Buller of li.M.'s ruivy, 
now serving with his flagship the Edgar 
on the Chinese station, are returning to 
England from a visit to the Admiral; 
they have passed very pleasantly tlie 
time at their disposal in the Orient, one 
of the final features of Mrs. Bnller'sstay 
in Japan being her presentation to the 
.Empress, on the afternoon of the 29th 
May, by Sir E. Satow. On the voyage 
hither Sirs. Buller had an even more ex- 
tended opportunity of becoming ac- 
quainted witli tlie high caste women of 
Japan, Mine. Kuriiio and lier three 
children having crossed by the same 
Empress to join the former's husl)and 
in Washington, he l)eing the jiresent 
representative of Japan to the Unite' 
•States. 

Sir Andrew Noble, who is himself a 
veteran of the British navy, has with 
his son and daughter, and Col. Watts, 
been spending some time in sight-seeing 
in the Eastern lands, from which his 
party is now journeying back to Eng- 
land. Count d'Oryesyko, a Russian 
nobleman whom his fellow jiassengors 
during the voyage saw lit to christen 
"The liussian .S|)hynk," left the ste :mer 
hero and proceeds from this city to San 
Francisco; ho will then tour America at 
his leisure and spend a few months in 
Mexico at the most convenient season of 
the year. iMr. G. Flood, the big mat- 
ting buyer of Japan ; Mr. \V. G. Norris, 
of Armour's, who jilaced the contracts 
for suoplying the Japanese armies with 
Aroerfcan canned meats during the 
war; Rev. and Mrs. McKenzie, 
who having spent seven years 
in missionary work in Hoonan, are 
now on their way back to Scotland for a 
well-earned vacation ; Col. 0. I'). Swain 
a prominent resident of liritisli Imha 
now on his v/ay to lOnghiml — these are a 
few of the best known |iasHent;<'rs, (|uile 
ii few of wliDiii left the ?!'.'.anii'r in Vic- 
t(M'ia in order to see all that the British 
Columbia capital has to oiler in the way 
of iiicturesque scenery and local institu- 
tions before passing on, over one or otiier 
of the great transcontinental railways, 
to the East. 

AfTairs in the Hermit Kingdom were 
very much more trunqail when the Em- 
press left Japan than for many months, 
so much so that several of the exiles had 
already consid('i e<l it safe for them to re- 
turn homo. Not so I'riiice I'ak — I'ak 
Vong Ho — who a year or two ago cajiie 
to this city in flight from Korea foi' his 
life, lie was ntcently advised that lie 
niiirht return, hut on reaching ,hipan In? 
came to the conclusion that discret itni 
might always be usitd with advantage 
when Korean |)i-oiiiis(.'s are to be taken 
jnto consideration. In conse(juence he 
is still in Tokyo, and will remain 
there until he sees just how afrair» in 
Korea are going to shape themselves. In 
connection with the Busso-Japanese ne- 

fotiations, if the Tokyo Asahi may be 
elieved, Japan has been able to jier- 
suade Russia to consent to her terms. 
Tiie trouble, it seems, chiefly centred 
round Japan's resolve to keeji a batta- 
lion in Korea, part at Seoul, part at l''ii- 
san and the rest at Gensan, of which 
Kussia at first aiscinclly disapjiroved. 
According to the Asalii, she lias at last 
given in and Japan ,vill have her own 
way in this matter. It iloes not hurt 
Russia and it probably pleases the Jap- 
anese Slatcsiliell. 

The health of the Orient coiitinnea 
generally good, althi)tr_'li a new disea--e 
much resembling typtius has made its 
appearance in Kobe, where 53 deaths 
have occurred out of a total of 328 cases. 
In Formosa the black plague is again 
raging, 19 eases ont,of the 28 reported at 
Auiping having resulted lataily All 
communication with the infecteu porta 
has been cut ofT. 

TUB JAP.VNESE-AJnsnrc.^N LINE. 

The charter for tlie establishment of 
the Oriental Steaniship Company, a 
branch of the Nipjio Viisen Kaiaha, was 
granted to hiading Tokyo capitalists on 
]\iay 23. The inaugurating of the com- 
pany was set for June L', and it was pro- 
, posed to immediately takes in hand the 
'establishment oi the J.apan and Ameri- 
can line, for the oiieration of which the 
now conijiany was brought into ex- 
istence. The company's capital has 
also been increased from 8,800,000 yen 
to 18,200,000 yen , the additional money 
to be 'devoted to the construction of 
twelve large ships, six. for th^.

The Conservativo Policy of Progress 
Coutrasted With tlie Helplessness 
of the Oppositiou. 



Yesterday evening's meeting iu sup- 
port of Hon. Mr. Prior and Mr. Thomas 
Earle, at Victoria West, was largely at- 
tended and v\as ono of tlia very best in 
the iilatory of politiciil lueotiiiga in lliat 
aubiu'b. Tliu andieiicu wiis coini)OBed 
almost exclusively of resident electors, 
and the only interruptions came in tliu 
form of frequent and hearty applause. 

Mr. John Russell on taking the chair 
very brietly explained the purpose of the 
meeting, and asked for a fair and con- 
giderate heariii;; for eiieli of the Hpeakers 
who v.'onld t;ike tlie plr.llunn - iiiu - 
ticularly for Vietoria'd present hard- 
workinp; and capable representatives in 
the Commons — Hon. Mr. Prior and Mr. 
Thomas Earle. These gentlemen had, in 
hisopinion, abundantly justified the con- 
fidence reposed in them by the electors, 
and in view of their record he, for one, 
intended U> work and vote for both. 
And he hclii' veil that the ureal maji)ri!y 
of the elci-lur.s of \' ictijii;i sli:ireii hi"s 
ojiinions in this r('t;:iiil, :ind tliui the r<'- 
turn of liiilli t.lu- CoiiHfi-val i candidates 
would Ik' by sweepin:: ni;\ji ii it ics. 

Hon. Mr. Trior, wlimn ilic cli ai rni;i ti 
11 rst called uiiDU. aci'cptcil as an excel- 
lent omen tlie iiiimerous attendance, in 
spite of tin? dillionlties at the present 
time jjrevailing of getting to and from 
Victoria West. He prefaced his inter- 
esting address, whi(-h was a coniprohen- 
Bive and most ellectivo arraying of fai-t 
upon fact, and argument u|)on argu- 
ment, with a reference to the Times' re- 
port of the previous evening's meeting 
at A.O.U.W. hall, which report they 
had, he noticed, headed conspiuuously 
"The same old story." Of course it 
was the same old story, he observed — 
how eoiild it be otherwise. The Con- 
servative ])arty, in whose interi-st lie 
came before tlu; electors of X'ictoria as a 
candidate, did not, like their opponents, 
change their policy or their story to 
meet every winil. It was a lixed 
policy, well defined, and it was to 
the credit of the jiiirty and the 
permanency of its principles and plat- 
lorm that he now, as on the lust occa- 
sion he had come before the olectprs and 
on every occasion on which he had been 
a eaiulidato for their snllVages, iiad hut 
" the same old story " to tell. The tale 
he had told the meeting at the A.O.U.W. 
hall was the same tale that be would 
have to tell the electors of Victoria West, 
and it was upon the same declaration of 
principles upon which he had before 
been returned by tliem, that he would 
ask the electors to send l)ack Mr. Earle 
and himself as their representatives to 
Ottawa. (.Ajjplause.) It was upon the 
same old tried and proven policy that 
he and his colleague appealed to tlie 
electorate for their support, and he 
lioped that everyone v,-ould take careful 
thought before e.Kcreising the ])ri- 
vilcge of the ballot, and decide 
to his own entire and complete satisfac- 
tion whether he desired to entrust again 
the destinies of Oanada to the Conserva- 
tive party and the Conservative policy 
or to the Liberal party and the policy — 
or he should say policies— of the Oppo- 
sition. The policy of the Conservative 
party had remained unchanged since 
1878, and he certainly believed it to be 
the i)olicy in the best interests of the 
Dominion which it had done so much 
to advance. A first plank oi this strong 
policy has been the consolidation of the 
Dominion into one coinjiact and power- 
ful whole — a young nation that ainei- 
Confederation has grown by leaps and 
bounds. I'rior to 1.S78 the Mac- 
kenzie government had been in jjower, 
and they certainly had been unable, 
even according to their own admis- 
sion, to bring prosperity to Can- 
ada — to tne farmer, the manufacturer, 
the artisan or the miller. It was 
very evident to the thoughtful that the 
jiolicv of free trade was not the one for 
the upbuilding of a new country rich in 
varied but as yet undeveloped resources. 
Therefore Sir .Tohn A. Macdonald had 
]iropose(l to substitute the jiolicy of pro- 
tection, and tlio coiinlry gave him an 
overwhelming support, whicli enabled 
him to inaugurate the National Policy — 
the keystone of Canada's ijresent j)rori- 
perily. Since that policy was put into 
operation 10,000 mihts of railway a!i,ne 
had been constriicteil, e.xclusive of the 
C.IM{., or Ki.OOOniiles ormore iu all, and 
canals had been built, rivers improved 
evciry method adopted of giving iintirov- 
ed facilities of communication by which 
the development of the country niight 
be promoted and the vast resources oi 
the land mudecontrihutary to the wealth 
and pro.sperity of the population. At 
the present tiinegiu conjunction with the 
liuju'rial authorities, tin; government of 
Canada wan ar'tivclj- interested in secur- 
iiiL' the con^^t ruc.liou of ,i direi^t cable be- 
tween this i)r(jvinco and the .Vnstralas- 
ian colonies — an indispensable factor to 
the upbuilding of intercolonial traile. It 
was tlie Conservative party that bad in- 
augurated tliis policy of Canadian de- 
velopment, aild it was the Conservative 
party and the Cons(!rvaiive party alone 
thatdiad shown itself in favor of this 
liberal policy. The leaders of the oppo- 
sition, the strongest man in the Liberal 
party, and its practical leader especially, 
weri! already on record as per- 
.sistently oi)posing all Bubeidies for 
the oneiiiug up and consequent devel- 
opment of the country, as his public 
etiitenients on the floor of the house 
pluinlv evinced. On tiio occasion of the 
debate on the Nicola Valley railway bill, 
Sir Kichard Cartwright'a opposition bad 
been so marked that Hon. Mr. Daly bad 
felt impelled to ask, to quote from the 
Hansard : 

" Why are the hon. gentleman and 
his friends so persistent in their opposi- 
tion to railway grants in British Col- 
umbia? British Columbia pays nearly 
^I, 250, 000 a year into the treasury 
through customs duties, and is entitled 
to consideration at the hands of this 
house. I'A'cry single one of thcfie rail- 
ways is to (Ievel(jp portions of that ^ 
country, the same as lines of railway! 
through the other ])rovinees. Y'^'-'l 
would be doing an injustice to Britislij 
Columbia if we did not Bubsidize these _ 



lines of railway for the benefit of that, 
country. " 

'.* Sir Richard Cartwright— That would 
be all correct provided enormoiiB sums 
of money had not already been spent iu 
British Oolumbia. 

" Hon. Mr. Dal}'— British. Columbia 
does not consist altogether of the 20-mile 
belt. 

"Sir Richard Cartwright— I know 
that, ljut enormous burdem; have been 
placed on the people of this c<'untry by 
reason ol thcsiM ail way grants. 1 have 
no gradge against iirilisii Columbia or 
any other p,)rlion of this Dominion. 
My ol)j('ction has been to this most 
I mischievous system of aiding loc;U loads. 
And theie are special reasons, owing to 
the extreme si)ar.-!eness of thepo|iulation, 
which make it objectionable to go on 
granting in this country of enormous 
distances subsitliea of land and money 
to every little railway on the ground 
that it is advisable to as^sist a lew hun- 
dred fatniliea hero or a few hundred 
families there." 

Lu reg ird to the Columbia and Koot- 
enay grant, too, tins spokesman of the 
opposition had again plainly voiced the 
antagonism of his parly to the active 
measures for the development of the 
country Miat the (.'onservalive party had 
inaugurated. On 1 hat oceasicm, he said, 
to quote once more from Hansard: 

" I object to the whole system for the 
matter of that, but particularly it seems 
to me that going into the wilderness in 
this fashion on the vague statement that 
there are valuable i;oal mines there, in 
wliicti, oven if they are as valuable as 
they are represented to l)e, the people of 
Caiia<la have no interest, is souK'thing 
worsi^ tiian tin-dwing away our money." 

Tills was the view taken of aiding 
liritish Columbia entc-rprises liy the man 
who supplied the brains of the opposi- 
tion — tlie practical leader of the Liberal 
party — and he (.Mr. Prion wonli! ask 
I he electors iif \' ictoria West as rcasim- 
alile men to say whether it wicild In' pns- 
.~ihli' to get population in this province, 
or to inttn'esL capital in the di^vclopincru 
of its vast lesources, acting on the policy 
of spending nothing advocated hy ,Sii- 
Richard Cartwright. lielore mines 
could be opened up and poj)ulaliiui to 
work them be procured railways to reach 
those mines were a necessity, and before 
capital could be secured for railway 
building public aid had to bo fortlicoin- 
ing. He would ask anyone present who 
considered Sir Richard Cartwright's 
position the correct one to rise and say 
so. (There was n wait of a 
full ndnute to enable anyone to reply, 
but dee|) and emphatic silence was 
the e.xi)ressivc negative of the audience.) 
Continuing, Hon. Mr. Prior aizain point- 
ed out that capit.'.l cannot, he induced or 
e.vpected to take hold of enterprises for 
the public good without subsidies, and 
also that the Conservative parly, and that 
jjurty alone in Canada, invd gone system- 
atically about the development and 
opening up of the country by means of 
railways, canals, improved waterways, 
etc. Besides thus assisting materially 
the opening up of the country by the 
obtaining of improved avenues of coin- 
munication, the Conservative govern- 
ment had fostered in every way poasihie 
the building up of Canadian industries 
and the adding to their number, creat- 
ing work for the artisan and through 
biiii a market at home for the product of 
the farm — the cdiain being tlius com- 
plete. It was Sir John Macdonald w ho 
lirst realized that Canada could not be 
naturally devidoped wilhont a certain 
measure of protection, and a protective 
tariir, not a probihiiive tarid', hail then 
been enacted, suflicieiit to protect and 
stimulate ('anadian enterprise. As soon 
as ttiia National Policy came into effect 
the coiiUdence of the people in the land 
of their inheritance was restored, manu- 
factories multiplied and an era of devel- 
opment and progress undreamed of In 
the Li beral regime was wi tn esssd . From 
1881 to 1891 the mnnufacturing estab- 
lishments of the country increased 
in number from ■!',), 01)0 to 75,- 
000; the capital investcil show- 
ed a corresixmiling ad vaiice from $l()d,- 
000,000 to !;;!5.|, 000,000 ; the nuniher of 
employes rose from '201,01)0 to :!70,00Q ; 
and the aniomit cNpi'iidcd in wages was 
increased from s.')',i,0!li.),()l)0 aniiuallv to 
^■J5(i, 000,000, the increase in the valu'eof 
Oanadiun manufactured proilucts beim: 
upwards of 51-i i)er cent. 'I'his showed 
how the Xalional Policy iiad helped 
Canada, and there were also advances 
to be recorded in hundreds of other ways 
arising out of the tievelopment of the 
productive Industries. Then, again, the 
Conservative government while stimu- 
lating hy wise statesmanship the indus- 
tries of the Dominion, had not 
neglected to provide markets for the 
country's surplus products, steamship 
lines having been sul.isidi/.ed on the cast 
and west, so that Canada has dirci-l and 
fast communication with all parts of the 
world to-day, and Canadian goods are 
known ami prizeil lor (heir generally 
inoriloriouH ipiality in all paiis oi the 
world. Fust and well equipped steam- 
ship lines were now in operation from 
Canadian ports to the West Indies, to 
Australasia, and to the Orient from 
lltitiah Coliiinbia, while the govern- 
ment were at the present time endeavor- 
ing, mtli the co-operation of the Impe- 
rial authorities, to secure the mangura- 
tion 'of a fast line from Canada to Great 
Britain that would compete in speed and 
convenience of every kind with the very 
best of the ocean irreyhoundH plying be- 
tween Xe\v York and tiie cealrc.-; of 
British commerce. When the.'ie were 
obtained, and they wouhl he very 
soon, the several great parts of the 
Empire would be connected hy an all 
British route that would he unsurpassed 
for speed or convenience anvwiiere — a 
line that woukl be sure to command the 
great bulk of the liritish and infai:tall 
European trade. When the hist link lu 
this chain was made complete it would 
Indeed be a proud day for Canada, and a 
proud day for the Conservative party, to 
whom alone these elements of Canada's 
progress were attributable. Not only 
had the Liberal government been abso- 
lutely unable to devise any project for 
the uiihuilding of the country during 
their tenure of ollice, but they had since 
then continually opposed all the subsi- 
dies for the oljtaining of these lines of 
railways and stiMunsliiiis that meant so 
much for Canada ; their idea was that 
tlie country should woi k out its own sal- 
vation — or deslnici loll. This was not 
the view or the p' d icy oi t he Conserva- 
tive government, and to this fact 
the people of Canad i owed their present 
position. .-Viiother thing, the Conserva- 
tive party aimed continually to strength- 
en the ties between the independent f.ic- 
tors making up as a whole the British 
lOmpire, and at present were engaged in 
the (lev(dopinent of a Rchciuu for the 
mutual e.Kchango of commodities hy 
which the Empire might soon be nnidu 
ubaolutely seU-dependont, relying for 



nothing upon any country of the globe 
over which iier own flag did not lly. 
(Applause.) Tliis in itself was a grand 
thought — a noble ambition, patriotic 
and inspiring — and certain it was to be 
worked out in^ a very few years if 
the Conservative government were al- 
lowed the opportunity of completing the 
work they had , so, well begun. It it 
does take time we sin help it along with 
our voices, our support and our vqteiS. 
(Chorus— And we will, too.) ITniler 
this system of preferential trade Canada 
would send her meats, her grains and her 
other ijroducta of such character to the 
Mother Country, rei;eiving back such 
manufactures as we cannot as success- 
fully produce at home. Half of the 
meats consumed in Great Britain at the 
present tiuie came from the United 
.States, and there was no reason in the 
world why the seller should not be Can- 
ada instead. There was room enough, 
too, on the Canadian farms to fiiruiah the 
Empire with breadstull's, and tlio natural 
working out of the policy of tiie 
Conservative party would be to give the 
home country lis the market for these 
products of Canada. The Conservative 
policy was a guarantee of labor to the 
workers, of protection to them and to 
cajdtal. He would ask again to-night if 
there was a man present who had invest- 
ed bis caj)itiil in any industry and who 
could conscientiously say that ho believ- 
ed Ills works or his business would be 
better under tree trade than under pro- 
tection? The Colonel again wailed pa- 
tiently for a rc^ply but ni.'iK? came, and 
he then procceiled to remark thai al a 
former meeting .M r. I i rant , a iiiaiiiitac- 
turing tailor, had risen in reply 
to tills same invitation, and on 
lieing asked to give his rea- 
Sdiis for his views had said 
that he I Imlight tlii' pricte of livin;,' would 
be reduced under free trade, and lie 
Iherel'ore woulil be able to reduce the 
wages of his employes. He also bad as- 
sci led that it was not the competition ni 
the foreign markets tliat he was afraid 
iif, iKu- the foreigner that he wanted pro- 
tection from, but his own counlrymeii 
in Eastern Canadal His brother at 
Cedar Mill had also ri.-ii'ii lo aiinuiiiice 
hi mscdf as opposi;d to t hi' t'oiiserval i ve 
governiiienl, and on being asked to| 
explain, had said that his idiief 
grievance was that they bail reduced 
the duty on straw berries from three to 
two emits. (Laughter. y So it was in 
reality not leas but more protection that 
both of these enthusiastic Liboruls were 
anxious for. 

r.ooliing lor an illustration of the re- 
sults of consistently folhuving a ji.'dicy 
of free trade one had onlv to go lo I'hig- 
land, to (.ileal Britain, and where would 
one liiid agriculture in a more distress- 
ing condition or maiiufactiires and other 
productive industries so seriously sitai- 
ated. .Already many of the niemburs 
of the Imperial Commons wine ])ledged 
to their constituents to secure a meas- 
ure of protection at least for fanning 
industries, and there was ample evi- 
dence obtainable that Great Britain was 
fast coming to a realization of the fact 
that free trade is not the policy to pro- 
mote the prosjierity of the country. And 
nltliougb iMiglnnd has for centuries 
stood for free trade, she is the only coun- 
try of the world that at the present time 
is doing so — and is it to he accejited tluit 
I'^iigland must be right in this and all 
the other countries wrong? The history 
of the United States was of jirogressand 
prosjierily whenever the policy of the 
country was protection, ami of disaster 
and linancial jiaiiic when'.iver the tree 
traders were at the helm. Xext year 
would surely witness theelcction us |u-esi- 
dentof the most extreme of in'otectionists 
Mr. William McKinley, and tlie United 
States might then be counted iiijoii to 
shake oil' their hard times and enter 
upon another period of success such us 
bad always been witnessed under pro- 
tection in years gone by. Free trade 
might have been very well for JOugland 
when her artisans were alone in their 
knowl(>dge of their craft, and her raw 
materials alone available for the ])ur- 
jioses of maiiufaiUures. This was the 
case no longer, however, anil England 
was beginning to realize that free tratle 
was no longer a good thing for the coun- 
try, finding herself to-day driven out of 
e> ery market of the world. It had 
been recognized for many years 
that the Liberal nlans for Canada were 
like their proposed railway across, very 
narrow gauge. And with all regard for 
Mr. Laurier personally he could not look 
upon him as a man strong enough to be 
entrusted with the destinies of any 
country. The present Premier of' the 
Dominion was remarkable for his vigor, 
(.courage, deterniination and capaidty — 
just the man to rely upon. Hi? was a 
man in strong contrast to .Mr. hauricr, 
of wdiom his jiresent right howcr, Mr. 
Tarte, had drawn lorn; before joining 
bands with him. the followiiitr pen pic- 
ture: ' !\Ir. Lauriiir has conimi.'iiceil 
his (declion tour, and to-iiHa ri)\v he will 
speak al Stansteiid. He will i)roh- 
ably have an opponent ami will 
;-ay all the untruthful things he 
considers necessary in his own defence. 
Mr. Laurier is a man not wanting m 
polish — but he is without large ideas; 
the fact is that he has not yet pronounc- 
ed a single discourse of a nature to man- 
ifest in him a man of serious worth. His 
polished mauncrs, hi-^ a.stutencss, a cer- 
tain ability in conceidiiitr his princiiiles 
not far removed from bypocriss — have 
won fen- him bis )H,piilarily in the coiiii- 
tr\'." This was \,'riiten ill 1 ,e t.'aaadien 
nearly twenty years ago, but the esti- 
mate id the liiheial leader and liis abili- 
ties stands good t.o-day. In strong con- 
trast with the faltering and indecisive 
holder of the oppositiim is t he Consm-va- 
tivea (diamiiioii, a iik.ii strong 
and (^onlident in the sterling wortli 
of Canada, and particularly West- 
ern Cauadn ; a man of great ex- 
lierience in statesmanship, a man bora 
to command and a patriot through niul 
through. Passing next to the public 
debt, Hon. Mr. Prior showed liow, al- 
though it had been increased under 
Conservative rule, the best of returns 
had beim obtained in valnableaiid neces- 
sary |)ublic works, while at the same 
time the debt does not entail any ex- 
cessive burden of taxation, and the 
interest is at the jireaent time at the 
lowest rateon record. The obstruction 
tactics adopted by the Lilierals just 
before the close of hist session were 
then dealt with hv the speaker, 
who expliiiiied that the eHtiimites had 
already been prejiai-ed and passed in 
(Muiieil and piinted for iireHeiitation to 
the house ten'full di^'ys before Jlr. Lau- 
rier gave notice tlint tlie opposition 
would not allow a single vote to pass. In 
view of this notice it would have been 
absurd to jirpsent the eBtiiiiftles to the 
house, as the Diberals would have said 
they were simply paraded as a iiid for 
votes at the general election. In these 
estimates he and.. Mr. Eurlu, hia pol- 
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league, bad seen imduded numerous 
votes of special interest to Victoria, and 
these estimateH would undoubtedly 
have been passed Inul it not been 
for the obstruction of the opposition. So 
if local public works came to a 
stop during the next few months Vic- 
torians will realize that It Is not the 
fault of Victoria's representatives, nor 
yet of the Conservtltive government or 
party, but simply and solely of the op- 
position. In these estimates, which be 
had assisted in framing, tho govern- 
ment bad provided a subsidy for one 
hundred miles i.x'tonsion of the island 
railway, another suijsidy of .t;!,L'00 
per mile of the Ih'itish I'lici- 
lic from Ihite inlet — all that 
could )iossihly be built Jhis year. This 
was al 1 t he pi oiiiolcrs of t he road asked 
and exactly what they a^^ked. in other 
votes inidiided in the esliinates ]H-ovision 
was made for the completion of the Vic- 
toria post ollice, for repairing the 
(.iuadra, foi a new vessel to replace that 
steamer in the lighthouse servicfi, the 
tiiiadra being engaged as a revenue 
(uitler for the prevention of siiiug- 
gling and illegal fishing in Canadian 
waters. There were also votes for 
the improvement of Nanaimo harbor, 
for repairing and further equipping the 
quarantine station, for the improvement 
and correction of the navigable rivers of 
the iirovince, for a court house at Xel- 
son, tor a drill hall al \'anciniver, for a 
new provincial dredgi', for altering the 
course of the telegraph line to Carma- 
nah so that it niighl always he ridiable, 
for survevs in the Yukon country 
(.$10,001)) so that that territory might be 
thrown open to Victoria commer- 
cial enterprise and for liberally 
subsidizing the Northern mail ser- 
vice. Liberal provision was also 
made for the inipiovenu'iit of provincial 
navigation, and he would point 
outthateachof these voteshad passed the 
government and would have also passed 
the House had it not been for the opposi- 
tion. He asked the electora of Victoria 
to watch these several votes next session, 
when, if the Conservative government 
was still in power, as it undoubtedly 
would bo, they would .sec every one of 
these items brought down and passed. 
Taking u[( the r,iiestioii of free trade 
the ('olonel explained the danger 
that would arise of Canada being 
Hooded with the products of cheaj) 
Orient al labor to the ruin of Canadian 
industries. He also explained clearly 
and fully his ]iosition with regard lo the 
arrangement of the voti iig districts about 
whiidi the Liberals were so vainly c n- 
deavoriiig to make political capital, and 
passing to the Manitoba school iiuestion 
expressed himself as more firmly con- 
vinced than ever that the stand taken 
by the Conservative government on this 
iluestion was the only fair and square 
stand to take — the execution of a specillc 
contract. He closed amidst long ap- 
[ilause by again urging (he electors to 
carefully study the ])rinciples involved 
before casting their votes. 

Mr. Thomas ICarle linding the ground 
so well covered by his colleague, v as 
brief tiiougb forcible in his remarks. 
He dwelt upon the thoroughness and 
beneficial character of the Conservative 
fiscal policy, holding that the only con- 
clusion a reasonable man could draw 
was that Canada's progress and 

Crosperity had been brought about 
y the National Policy. He was a 
protectionist and always had been, be- 
lieving that protection was the only'' 
poliey for prosperity of the country and 

tiu^ development of its various indus- 
tries, 't'he eoiirageona, business-like 
and efl'ective methods of the Conserva- 
tive party were contrasti'd with tlie ad- 
mitted hel|dessiiess of the Liberals 
when in power to be anything more 
than flies ou the wheel ijand the school 
question was touched upon briefly, 
not from the standpoint of the 
lawyer, but from that of com- 
mon sense. A bargain had 
been entered into and i n accordance with 
ordinary fair business jiriiudples that 
bargain had to be carried out. He 
urged in conclusion that the vote.< of the 
electors be castfor |irinciples — not men ; 
that i there be no splitting, which 
simply meant that the votes of the one 
member would bo counteracted by that 
of the other, and the citv thus be prac- 
tically disfranchised. (Prolonged aji- 
[ilause.) 

Mr. Kohert Cassidy followed with a 
vigorous ami very idO(|ueiit address, 
and :\lr. H. 1). Heliiickeii was the last 
speaker of the evening, tho meeting 
closing with the usual vote of thanks to 
the chairman.

" The Liberal Candlilatc Is Against Protec 
tion First, Lasi and All 
the Time."

No one eau iloulil, now we are in the 
thick of it, that the protective tariiriaan 
issue in this election. Mr. Laurier may 
anaesthetize ua with many comforting 
plirasca as to the painlcHsneas of the oji- 
eiation and the slowness of the change, 
but the naked fai;t remains that the pro- 
tective prinei|ile is to he lorn cmt of onr 
carill'il the Liberals win. ll is true that 
men like Mr. Snitler, of Waterloo, and 
Mr. Wjod, of Hamilton, talk protection 
while currying the Libortil banner. It 
is also true that many another 
Liberal candidate declares himself 
in favor of protection for all the 
indu.stries that lie within the limits 
i)i his i-onsi il uency , while echoiiif^ the 
anathema proiiouni-eil by bis party (i|)OU 
the policy api'licil to all other parts 
oi the country. These tacts may he in- 
teri'stiiii: ;is ii 1 list rat ions ol llu! elasticity 
of the pueiunniic platform of thi! Liber- 
als; hut thiry will liai (lly warrant a mail, 
who has eyes sharp enough to see that 
the prosperity of the country is wrapped 
up for many a day to couio with the 
eU'eeiivo maintenance of a protective 
tariff, in entrusting an avowed " revenue 
tariff" party with power for five preg- 
nant years. 

It is not Mr. Snitler and Mr. Wood 
who will draft a new Laurier-Cartwright 
tariir. It is not'the opposition candi- 
dates in Cape Breton, who may very pos- 
siblj' never be elected, who will fix the 
duly on coal. The loaders of the party 
are tho men who will inturjjrel the party 
Iiolicy; an'l an isolated kick or two, 
carefuily guai;ed by tho partisan's in- 
variable tenderness for the interests of 
his party, will not, for long save an in- 
dustry, whose life i-an only b(5 preserved 
by an oiuiii violation of revenue tarill' 
doctrine. The assassination may be con- 
ducted on the iuHtaliiient plan; but all 
children of the protective principle which 
the Ottawa Liberal Convention declared 
to he " ratlically unsound " must even- 
tually (lie. 

Then it ought not to be forgotten that 
these isolated instances of J^iberal pro- 
tectionists are rendered consj)'euous by 
the very immensity and uniformity of 
the revenue tariff "background against 
which they are displayed. There is no 
doubt whatever about tho position of 
the average I>iberal candidate on this 
ipiesiioii. He i.sagiuiist protection, first, 
last and all the time. A Liberal ma- 
jority in parliament will mean an anti- 
protectinn majority ; and one iinj)atieiit 
to make speclAcnlar progress in the " re- 
form " of tho "roober tariff." Mr. 
Laurier may believe in hoineopatliic 
measures, but he will find himself com- 
pelled to please a determined band 
of ini ii, flushed with atidden pogsession 
of unaccustomed power,who believe tiiat 
the patient can only be sas'ed by sur- 
gery. Then we are told that the Lib- 
erals are in alliance with tho I'atrjns. 
The Toronto (ilobe mockingly hopes 
that this report is true. Now the I'a- 
trons, while lepreseulimr a ecuninend- 
able an.l priusewortby etibrt on the part 
of the fariii'.'rs to have comothing to say 
in the government ,jf a country that is 
peculiarly theii-s, have been h.'d int(j the 
mistaken p'jsition of attacking pro- 
tection — proleetion which saves theiii 
from tho Chicago pork packers 
and the American farmer — and 
they are not bound by Mr, Lau- 
rier's pledges of piece-meal '"reform." 

Unilouhiedly tho tariff needs real re- 
forming. If the government had taken 
our advice in the past they wouM have 
gone into tills r,,i;ii;st with ii tarill' far 
less e.\p()S(,'(l to the hostile lir(; id its crit- 
ics. 15nt when the existence of protec- 
tion is Hi|uarely challenged we miisL ac- 
ci?pt the hattle'iiiid make sure first of all 
that our factories an; not. to he closcil, 
our workmen driven out of the country, 
and our farmers stripped at mie stroke 
of hall thiiir home market and anything 
like a ])rofitfiblo pusseasion of the othe; 
half. Then we can turn ouratteiition to 
the reform of the tariff on protective 
lines.
